bill pass. 
. Work will, be started by the sec- 
retary of State tomorrow when the 
fiscal year closes. 
Actual expendi-

years.

WAGES CUT ON 
210 RAILROADS 


$400,000,000 Slash Ordered 


Today By U. S. 


Labor Board 


(By tie Associated Press) 


CHICAGO—The U. S. railroad 


labor board today extended its wage 
reduction order, effective July 1, to 
practically every large railroad in 
the country. 
No change from the 


12 per cent reduction granted 104 
carriers in Juno 1, was made. The 
board's order today 
covered 210 


roads. 
Today's reduction. order involved 


practically all classes' of employes 
on virtually every railroad known 
as a class 1 carrier which was not 
included in the board's original re- 
duction order. Tho class 1 group 
includes every big 
road in 
the 


country. 


The new wage decision will make 


a reality of the estimated $400,000,- 
000 annual savings, expected when 
the board's 12 per cent cut, effective 
July 1, is applied to all employes on 
all railroads known as class 1 car- 
riers. • 
,

Whoa the reduction order was is- 


sued, it was estimated that, if ap- 
plied to all employes on all class 1 
roads, it would lop approximately 
$400,000,000 from tho country's rail- 
road Ibor bill 
.TJie new decision 


will make this cut possible. 


Following tho 12 per cent reduc- 


tion which "was generally unsatis- 
factory to the roads, the carriers 
returned to the board with added 
insistence that the 1920 wage award 
be wiped out. The -board, however, 
was "not inclined to change its scale 
of reductions determined in 
the 


Juno i decision, and merely added to 
that decision employes inrolved in 
subsequent hearings.

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Reynolds Throws Monkey Wrench 
Chicago Financier Opposes Plan Of The Morgan Interests 


POLLY AND HER PALS—It's Enough to Give Pa Painter's Colic 


By CLIFF STERRETT 


RESIDENT HARDING walked right into a hornet's nest 
when he asked authority from Congress for the secretary 


of the treasury to refund the debt of some ten billions of dol- 
lars which our recent associates in war owe us. The hornets 
In this case are not merely a number of members of the Senate 
who will oppose the measure. Far more formidable is the oppo- 
eiUon which has snddently developed from a quarter from which 
the President may least have expected it—from a group of 
bankers. 


On the very day on which the President's request was trans- 


mitted to the Senate through Boies Penrose, a dinner was given 
at the White House to some twenty-five middle western bankers. 
It started out as a love-feast, thoroughly enjoyed by aH present, 
Tmtfl the touchy subject of the country's financial position was 
brought up for discussion. Then the fun began. 


George M. Reynolds, chairman of the board of the Conti- 


nental and Commercial National Bank, Chicago, suddenly spoke 
up. He minced no words. He told the president and secretary 
of the treasury Mellon, who also partook of the repast, frankly 
that their proposal for extending additional credits to the debt- 
ridden countries of Europe by refunding their obligations was 
all bosh. Moreover, the proposal to resell these obligations to 
/the people of the United States in the form of long-term foreign 
bonds was merely "adding a fu-thcr complication to the exist- 
ing situation." 


To understand what this "further complication" would mean 


It is important to remember that the American banking world 
is roughly divided into two sets—those who are interested in 
the international money market, who hold industrial securitier 
from foreign countries and bonds from foreign governments, 
who arc interested in foreign trade and foreign financing; and 
those who are interested in American securities, trade and 
financing. The international group is centered in Wall Street 
under the leadeship of J. P. Morgan and Co. It is this group 
which prevailed upon Harding and Mellon to propose the re- 
funding of the allied debt. There was no other choice—either j 
they succeed in having their foreign papers unloaded upon the 
American people through the refunding scheme, or they face 
the fact that Europe win default payment and all their securi- 
ties become so much paper. 


George M. Reynolds spoke for the group interested in 


American industrials. "There is sound logic," he calmly an- 
nounced, "in the proposal to cancel Europe's debt to the United 
States government. It may be diplomatically unwise, but it 
would be economically sound, and certainly not altruistic." 


He spoke from the viewpoint of his group. That group will 


jiot suffer much if the whole Allied debt is wiped off the books. 
.His group holds few Allied securities. Let the Morgan group 
~j| eastern bankers worry! 


But his group would suffer severely if at this time an 


.attempt were made to re-sell the European obligations to the 
ipeople of the United States. The plans of his own group for 
rthe rehabilitation of American industry would be all shot to 
pieces. Hence his fear of "adding another complication to the 
•existing situation." 


Moreover, as he pointed out at the dinner, the foreign debt 


.could only be discharged eventually in goods. In other words, 
\ihe manufacturers for whom the Reynolds group acts as bank- 
itrs would find themselves undersold by the foreign goods dump- 
ed on American soil, and the value of their securities would sink 
still lower. "Improvement in Europe is not worth buying at 


:the price of American impoverishment," he argued. The pro- 


; jects for stimulation of an unnatural volume of foreign trade, 
; he added, were unsound and injurious to American welfare. 


Reynolds' verbal bomb, hurled, it is stated, with the ap- 


.proval of many of his middle western conferees, has precipi 
tatcd an open row in the financial world which will wax hotter. 


Meanwhile it is amusing to note that the account of the 


President's dinner as reported in the New York Times, the offi- 
cial mouthpiece of the eastern financial group, does not mention 
a word of Reynolds' remarks. Adhering to its policy of bring- 
ing only "all the news that's fit to print," it remarks that "it 
is said that a note of optimism was sounded by most of the 
bankers."

ANOTHER ESPIONAGE ACT 
[To' The Editor]—May we call to 
your attention the Sterling Sedition 
Bill (S. 1375) recently reported fa- 
vorably by the Judiciary Committee 
of the U. S. Seriate,- and now on 
the calendar for debate? 


The bill is similar to that which 


passed the Senate a year ago, and 
was defeated in the House by the 
efforts of those opposed to a peace- 
time "espionage act." It punishes 
the advocacy in speech or print of 
"the overthrow, by force and vio- 
lence,' or by physical injury to jper- 
son or property, 'of the Govenuneiit 
of the United 'States or of all 'gov- 
ernment", or advocacy, of "a change 
in the; form of government, the con- 
stitution of the United States or 
resistance to the authority thereof" 
by the same means. It closes the 
mails -and all other means of trans- 
portation to all "written or printed 
communications" construed to advo- 
cate sach methods. 
• To offset • the 
effect of the bill, 


Senator Borah has introduced an 
amendment to punish any federal 
official ''who . . . oppresses ... .or 
intimidates any person in the free 
exercise, or. enjoyment of any right 
or privilege . . . guaranteed to 
him by the constitution or laws of 
the U..S. 


The chief arguments against any 


federal peace-time sedition law are: 


1st. 
Already the provisions of 


the federal Penal Code (Sec. 6 and 
332) effectively reach any conspir- 
acy to "overthrow the government." 


2nd.
